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Deputies, in cafe the fame office or offices ffiall be executed and the fees 
and emoluments thereof received partly by both, in the prefence of any of 
the Judges of His Majefty’s fuperior Courts of Record in Ireland. 

And be it further Enabled, That if the faid Account, with the faicl 
Affidavit annexed thereto, ffiall be delivered in as aforefaid on the day to 
- which fitch Account ffiall be made up, or within days after as 

aforefaid, then and in every luch cale the perfon or perfons fo delivering 
> in the fame, ffiall be entitled to dedudt and retain out of the ffim appear- 
ing at the foot of fuch Account, one-fourth part of the yearly falary offuch 
office as aforefaid, as and for and in full difeharge of fuch falary, to and for 
the day to which fuch Account ffiall be fo made up ; and the refidue fo ap- 
pearing due, ffiall be paid in by the perfon fo delivering in fuch Account 
to His Majefty’s Treafury in Ireland, and ffiall become and be part of the 
Confolidated Fund of Ireland ; but if fuch Account fo verified ffiall not be 
fo delivered in within the period aforefaid refpedlively, then and as often as 
it ffiall fo happen, the perfon or perfons fo delivering in fuch Account, or 
whofe duty it ffiall be fo to deliver in the fame, ffiall not be entitled to de- 9

Provided always, and be it Enabled, That in cafe of the death;: furrender, 
forfeiture, or other avoidance of any fuch Officer during the progrefs of 
any quarter, or before the expiration of the; eighth day from and after the 
end of fuch quarter as aforefaid, then and in every fuch cafe fuch Officer, or 
the perfon or perfons who was .or were his Deputy or Deputies at the time 
of luch death, furrender, forfeiture or other avoidance' 'as aforefaid, or his 
perfonal reprefentative or reprefentatives, in cafe there was.no fuch Deputy 
or Deputies, ffiall deliver in luch Account fo verified by him her or them as 
aforefaid, and ffiall pay the balance at the .foot thereof ; and thereupon it 
ffiall and may be .lawful to and for the Lord High Treafurer or Com- 
miffioners of the Treafury in. Ireland, or any of them, to allow out 

of the fum payable at the foot thereof a rateable proportion of the falary 10 
annexed to fuch office as aforefaid. 
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
